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'JlM CONLEY SHOT " 

AS STORE-BREAKER

' Jim Conley, the negro who fig¬ 
ured prominently In the Leo Frank 
case, lies at the Grady hospital, se¬ 
riously injured by a load of bird- 
shot, which, it is alleged, he re¬ 
ceived while attempting 1 to rob the 
Conn Drug company, at the corner 
of West Fair and Chestnut streets, 
early Monday morning. Conley was 
shot by Will Conn, the proprietor, 
who was sleeping in the store, be¬ 
cause it had been robbed several 
times within the last few weeks. 

Conn claims that Conley and an¬ 
other negro pried open the door, 
and were preparing to enter the 
establishment, when ho fired, 
wounding Conley in the chest, 
while his companion escaped. 

Conley ran to a phone at 92 Tatt¬ 
nall street, and called for the 
Grady ambulance to come after 
him. J. Tt. Bobbins, the night su¬ 
perintendent, notified the police, 
who arrived on the scene, and ar¬ 
rested Conley. The negro was ta¬ 
ken to the hospital, where a guard 
was placed over him. 
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
